WELLSVILLE, N. Y., July 18 
— (U P)—A new explosion ripped 
through the 
blazing 
$12,000,000 
Sinclair Oil Company refinery to­ 
day and it was feared that the en­ 
tire plant might be destroyed. Four 
men already have been killed, 
42 
injured, and the damage so far is 
estimated at several million dol­ 
lars. 
During the night one 
storage 
tank after another exploded, send­ 
ing great columns of flame and 
billowing, acrid smoke high 
into 
the sky. At 3 a. rn. after IO tanka 
had 
exploded, 
firemen 
thought 
they had the fire under control, 
but a little before dawn, another 
stank went up with a roaring inton­ 
ation that shook the 
countryside 
for miles around, scattering flames 
through parts of the huge refin­ 
ery which hadn’t been touched. 
Firemen 
Helpless 
Refinery 
workers, 
Wellsville 
firemen, and 
volunteer 
firemen 
from neighboring towns were all 
seeking to control the blaze, 
but 
water was almost useless in com­ 
bating the blazing crude oil. 
The 
firemen and hundreds of specta­ 
tors were endangered by the re­ 
curring explosions. 
Two 
men 
were 
killed 
when 
sprayed with blazing oil. 
They 
were Eugene McCormick, 42, and 
W alter Maeder, 45. 
The top of an oil storage tank 
30 feet in diameter was blown high 
by an explosion and came 
down 
across the Genesee 
river 
which 
runs alongside the refinery, on Ro­ 
bert Powers, 43, and an unidenti­ 
fied man, killing them. To recover 
the unidentified body, police had 
to cut through the sheet of steel 
with torches. 
The injured were either burned 
by flaming oil or overpowered by 
the thick clouds of noxious smoke. 
The fire started in the wax pro­ 
cessing plant and spread rapidly 
to storage tanks. The refinery is

DUBLIN. July 18 — (UP) — 
Douglas Corrigan, a fervent ad­ 
m irer of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
flew alone from New York to Ire­ 
land today in a little nine-year- 
old monoplane with a single 175 
horsepower motor. 
Crossing the same ocean over 
which Howard Hughes thundered 
with 2,000 horsepower last week, 
the Los Angeles pilot set his old 
ship down on Baldonnell airport 
at 2:30 p. rn. (9:30 a. rn. EDT). 
He had left Floyd Bennett air­ 
port in New York at 5:17 a. rn. 
EDT., Sunday, assuring attendants 
that he was just going to fly back 
home to California. 
Corrigan 
flew 
without 
radio, 
without 
navigating 
instruments, 
and without the permission of tho 
U. S. government or the airport 
from which he cleared. 
His 1929 Curtiss Robin mono­ 
plane, which he bought seven years 
ag" to r *900 was of a ITM, rn 
which few aviators would venture 
over any long stretch of ocean. 
But Corrigan had a yen to fly 
the Atlantic. 
Second Solo Hop 
And he did it—the third man 
in history to do it alone. 
The others were Lindbergh and 
Wiley Post, who flew alone, but 
in ships larger and more powerful 
than the one Corrigan used today. 
Corrigan’s old ship had a flying 
speed of only about 90 miles an 
hour, but he made the flight of 
approximately 2,800 miles In 28 
hours and 13 minutes with the 
aid of tail wdnds. 
Corrigan, 31 years old and sn 
employe of a Loa Angeles aircraft 
company, had to make the flight 
secretly. 
The 
United 
States 
government insisting that up-to- 
the minute equipment be used and 
all precautions taken on hazard­ 
ous flights, had refused him per­ 
mission to fly the Atlantic last 
year 
and 
would 
have 
refused 
again. 
But neither the government nor 
anyone else knew what Corrigan 
was up to. 
He checked the gasoline tanks 
and found he landed with only 30 
gallons left. 
“I feel fine and am not a bit 
tired,” he said. 
Corrigan, who is 31 and has 
done many hundreds of hours of 
flying, maintained with a straight 
face that he had thought all the 
time that he was going West to 
Los Angeles.

CLAMORING FOR EXPRESSION 
all the significant things said by the 
late Justice Benjamin N. Cardozo, 
perhaps this statement, made in discussing 
“the judicial process,” will live as long 
as a n y : 
“I do not know how it will all end. 
I do know it has been an interesting time 
to live in, an interesting time in which 
to do my little share in translating into 
law the social and economic forces that 
throb and clamor for expression.” 
There is today a great welter of “social 
and economic forces that clamor for ex­ 
pression.” Many of them are as yet hardly 
understood, except by experts, and even 
the experts often disagree. 
The civilized 
world in its industrial, commercial, pro­ 
fessional, and political life seems to be 
changing from familiar forms to some­ 
thing different 
Men and women may be 
the same, but their relations change, and 
the forms in which they express themselves 
change. 
It is perhaps as difficult a tran­ 
sition period as the world has ever seen. 
In such a time, when “the old order 
changeth, yielding place to new, and God 
fulfills himself in many forms, lest one 
good custom should corrupt the world,” 
wise men are needed more than ever in 
places of authority. 
We need men who 
are liberal enough to understand the need 
of change and the directions that the 
changes must take, but also conservative 
enough not to seek those changes too sud­ 
denly, before the bulk of a nation can 
understand and go along with them.

officials declare the law has no loopholes, 
and if the five-and-dime heiress wants to 
regain citizenship she will be treated ex­ 
actly as if she were a native of Denmark. 
Not all the high-powered lawyers retain­ 
able by the Woolworth millions can get 
her in earlier, according to the Immigra­ 
tion Bureau, 
To get into the country, Barbara must 
be charged to the Danish quota like any 
would-be immigrant from Denmark. 
This 
will not be difficult, since the Danish 
quota— like all quotas except Turkish and 
Spanish— is wide open. 
Then she must apply to the nearest 
U. S. consul for a visa for permanent resi- 
! dence. 
To get that visa, the Countess- 
heiress must show that she is in good health 
and will not become a public charge. 
Once admitted to the country, she 
must “file intention”, or take out her first 
papers. 
In due time she must appear be­ 
fore a federal court for naturalization. 
But full five years must elapse after she 
has established permanent residence.

IT HAPPENS AGAIN 
I YNCHIJSTG, particularly the lynching of 
Negroes, is of course an old story in 
this country. 
And though less frequent 
than it used to be, it still occurs. 
The 
most recent case of note was in the vil­ 
lage of Arabi, Ga., and was even less 
excusable than usual, because there could 
have been no question of lawful punish­ 
ment for the offender’s crime. 
John Dukes, an elderly Negro, shot 
and killed Freeman Epps, the town mar­ 
shal, when the latter tried to arrest him 
for drunkenenss. Before the marshall fell, 
he shot Dukes twice, severely wounding 
him. 
Instead of waiting rationally for 
the murderer to die. of his own wounds or 
by legal hanging, a mob quickly gathered, 
started a fire and burned him to death. 
Any such conduct, of course, degrades 
the lynchers and lowers the standards of 
American civilization, and so is an offense 
against the whole nation. 
Can it be that 
even the lynchers themselves take any 
pride in it ? 


RAIL WAGES 
The railroad unions are now' taking a 
secret poll on the wage-cut parley that 
meets in Chicago late this month; behind 
which is much hot feeling among the 
Brotherhood 
leaders 
that 
they 
were 
“double-crossed” last spring by the em­ 
ployers. 
This may or may not be true. The rail 
executives say it is not true, and that they 
were open and above board in their wage- 
cut manuevers. 
Early in April, they claim J. J. Pelley 
of the New' Haven, president of the Associ­ 
ation of American Railroads, called a meet­ 
ing in his Washington offices of Brother­ 
hood and company executives. 
Most of 
the big-guns of both camps attended. 
They included Martin W. Clement of 
the Pennsylvania; Daniel Willard of the 
B. & O .; E. S. French of the Boston and 
Maine; C. E. Denney of the Erie; Ralph 
Budd of the Burlington; E. M. Durham 
of the Rock Island; George M. Harrison, 
chairman of the Railway Labor Executives 
Association ; A. Johnston of the Locomo­ 
tive Engineers; D. B. Robertson of the 
Firemen and Enginemen; J. A. Phillips of 
the Conductors; and T. C. Cashen of the 
Switchmen’s Union.

I oo Much Stress Placed on Blood P ressure 


iv LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE POST-M ERIDIAN atm os­ 
phere on the porches of summer 
hotels is likely to be filled with 
lengthy discussions of high blood 
pressure. 
The occupants or the 
rockers, ceaselessly rocking back 
and forth, whisper that the gentle­ 
man with the cane is here on ac­ 
count of the fact that he has Just 
learned he has high blood pressure. 
And naturally he is in a very de­ 
pressed state of mind and has al­ 
most forgotten to get angry at the 
income tax. 
Then the blow may fall uppn any­ 
one else on the porch, and through 
a casual visit to the doctor one dis­ 
covers that he or she. too. has 
blood pressure. 
Som etim es one feels that doctors 
ought to stop telling people about

only, and then only through 
his column. 


their blood pressure, for the aver­ 
age person takes such a serious 
view of it. 
The word "high pres­ 
sure” sounds as if you were sitting 
on the valve of a steam boiler 
which m ight blow up any time. 
Doctors often 
forget 
to explain 
that they do not take such a seri­ 
ous view of the matter. 
Blood pressure is not a fixed 
thing. 
It varies and changes from 
time to time, especially from emo­ 
tion. 
These emotional factors in caus­ 
ing a rise of blood pressure may be 
transitory. 
A good example of 
emotions 
temporarily 
influencing 
blood pressure is seen in the prac­ 


tical workings of the lie detector. 
The whole point of the test is that 
blood pressure changes with the 
emotional content of the conversa­ 
tion and the questions asked. 
According to the studies of Muel­ 
ler, the day and night fluctuations 
in people with high blood pressure 
follow the same pattern as normal 
individuals. 
He believes that emo­ 
tional stimuli affect those with es­ 
sential high pressure with extrem e 
reactions, whereas in normal per­ 
sons there would be only mild reac­ 
tions. 
There are, however, many cases 
where blood pressure ha., contin­ 
ued on a high level due entirely tc 
' emotional stress. 
Thus a typical 
case related by Wolfe is of a young 
man who had a blood pressure con­ 
tinuously over 160 (diastolic IOO). 
He was found to have a definite 
psychic disturbance, with fears anc 
an anxiety neurosis. 
After three 
months of treatm ent, purely psy­ 
chologic in character, his pressure 
went down to 13C (diastolic 85) and 
remained there. 
I agree with Menninger that the 
attem pts to treat high blood pres­ 
sure with a rest, cure—forbidding 
golf, walking or work at the office 
—the only forms of relaxation tc 
which they have access—are liable 
to cause more damage than cure.
